absurd. Nevada's receipts this year are 
greater than her expenses. She owes 
nothing she cannot pay, and what she 
-i»5T«» is to herself.

There is no greater fallacy than that 


so industriously fostered by the Democ- 
racy, that the mission of the Republican 
party is at an end. Democrats point to 
the fact that there were some defections 
in the party in the late national cam- 
paign, as an evidence of disintegration. 
On tlie contrary, such manifestations 
testify to unexhausted purpose. A party 
in a free goverument that represents in- 
telligence, progress and the most ad- 
vanced ideas in the schemes ot society 
ouunot be said to have a mission with a 
possible and. Its work is constant, and 
iti aim always beyond the present. The 
theory nnd prnctice of Republicanism 
inakeu it au absolute essential in free 
government. The National Republican 
party was born, not of ouo priuciplo, 
bnt of all Hubbtructurul principles of 
human progress. It represents to-day 
in as broad a eange as ever the cause of 
human freedom, tolerance and 'civil and 
religious liberty. It is the only politi- 
cal organization in this country that has 
at nil times proved itself equal to.uny 
and all ernergenons. A paity with «d- 
viiiiofid ideas such HS ara entertained by 
tho Republican party regarding educa- 
tion, the elective franchise, 
human 


rights, the conservation of order, the 
Buprsijaaoy of the law and the encour- 
agement of all progrdBHive measures and 
ideaB, cannot fulfill and close up its 
mission. It will over be found the op- 
ponent of churchly schemes to involve 
the conscience of the citizen as aiich, of 
the spoils-men to whom thi* machinery 
of government is but the means to sel- 
fish rewards, and to ail influences that 
would shear rnea of n single right. 
It 


has always been and must remain the 
advocate of economic .ulminibtration of 
the Government, tbs discharge of official 
trusts for the best interests of the peo- 
ple rather than for the adran eracut of 
partisans, »nd the unwavering friend 
of the broadest schemes of enlight- 
enment. 
The very fact that the so- 


called mugwumps turned aside from 
party rule but recently, is an evid«tncs 
of that independency ef spirit and HOD- 
Bubmiesiveuesa to the dictatorial man- 
dates of party managers that BO con- 
spicuously distinguishes Republicans as 
a class and as individuals. 
The so- 


called division in the Republican ranks 
was only apparent, not real. 
That 


which made the mugwump will keep 
him Republican in all essential respects. 
He can have no political sympathy with 
spoilsmen, or the party that eiteemw the 
administration of Governmental trusts 
to be bnt the means to party ends. 
Whatever of defection there has been, 
is of the past. The causes that led to 
it have ceased. The dead past is to 
bury its dead; the rftuks of the Repub- 
lican party is closing up, unifying as of 
old; the common bond that made Re- 
publican patriots in the days of the in- 
fancy of the party, still exists. 
The 


men of principle who have had ibe 
courage, on more than on* occasion, to 
rise up and rebuke tke party of their 
affiliations, are such as are found in the 
Republican organization. 
Th»y are 


not hide-bound partisans nor mere par- 
ty servitors. In such independence of 
spirit Republicanism had its origin. So 
l»ng as forms of government endure 
such independency will crystallize in- 
to organization. So long as the Re- 
publican party is the loftiest example 
of independence in politics, and cour- 
ageous devotion to principle, it caunot 
decay. The Mugwump contributed to 
the defeat of the standard-bearer of the 
party in 1885, but the party cannot, 
and be true to its own regard for inde- 
pendence of spirit, close its doors upon 
theoe men. They have not ceased to 
be Republicans. They adhere to the 
Rama fundamental theories and doc- 
trines. They are neither to be snubbed 
nor reviled at this day. The time haa 
gone by for any contention with them. 
The party purposes lie too closely to the 
national heart to permit the proscription 
of men who are in thought, spirit and 
their daily political walk, with it. It is 
time that by-gones should be by-gones, 
and campaign reviling* be heard no 
more. The Democratic machine is at 
work upon schemes to throttle a reform 
that the Republican party has cherished 
from the outset, and to which it is com- 
mitted as a matter of principle. Op- 
posed to it is a divided party, the major 
portion being determined to break it 
down regardless of disastrous results 
upon the efficiency ot the service. That 
element proposes boldly to turn back 
upon the path of progression and re- 
store the old order of things, in which 
base motives in political work rose su- 
perior to patriotic one«. The Republi- 
can party, in short, is the organized 
protest against the Democratic machine, 
and to its destruction its energies must 
be devoted for the immediate future. 
The touch of the party gave freedom to 
all men of the land, and secured human 
rights in the fortresses of law and 
justice. Its fingers must remain upon 
the public pulse, that it may respond to 
Us every need, as it alone is competent 
to do. The progress of reformation is 
ever going on, and its high priest is the 
Republican party. The signs of the 
timea are tbat the organization is gather- 
ing up its robes as of old, burying ani- 
mosities, and closing up its ranks to do 
new battle* for intelligence, education, 
equal rights, economic government, and 
social and political advancement.

The Farmers' National Congress of 


tho United States met at Indianapolis 
Wednesday in annual session, eleven 
States being represented. The Presi- 
dent, Robert Beverly, of Virgiuin, culled 
attention to the depression in prieufl in 
various products, to malicioim iB^iwla- 
tion regarding sheep husbandry uucl to 
the necessity of various legiit reforms, 
He asks for three meanurus for the beuo- 
flt of agricultural interests, one creutiug 
a Secretary of Agriculture a* a Govern- 
ment Department, another the extension 
of the benefits of the Signal Service, and 
another the suppression ot plouro-pueu- 
rnonia among the cattle of tho country. 
He pointed out the folly of appropriat- 
ing millions of money to river and har- 
bor improvements without extending to 
the agriculturists, who comprise fifty- 
one per cent, of the population, the 
benefits of the Signal Service. 
The 


Congress will be a notable oau in being 
composed of a number of the largest and 
wealthiest planters in the country.

The ques- 
tion of United States Senatorhhip has, 
to our notion, been rather prematurely 
started, but aa other journals have taken 
the initiative it would not be seemly 
in RO staunch a Republican paper as the 
Tribune, to remain silent.

Among the ^latest changes are in the 
routes leading out of Eureka to Pioche, 
Tybo isnd Euby Hill. For some time 
past the uerricB to Pioclio und towns 
along that route—among them Taylor— 
has been three times a vreek, but accord- 
ing to an order just received from the 
Department at Washington it has ^een 
reduced to twice a week and the time 
expedited to 36 hours each way. 
Ia 


view of the fact that the town of Taylor 
bus increased considerably in popula- 
tion and general importance during the 
past eight months, and inasmuch as it 
bids fair to become during the coming 
Spring the prominent center for a large 
section of inhabited country in that part 
of the State, this item of news will not 
be relished by the denizens thereof. 
There is one feattirc of this service that 
the officials at Washington do not rea1- 
ize, and that is this: The miiiln that go 
into that section ar« very nrach largrr 
than those that come out. The White 
Piiie stage, which leaves Earcka Ihrue 
times a week, curries on each trip from 
eight to fifteen sacks of mail, the great 
bulk of which is registered packages 
from ilry goods and other business 
lioxises iii large cities East trad West. 
For this patronage to the posttvl servicci 
the oflices in Taylor, Hamilton and other 
interior towns there get no credit. Thpy 
are credited only with the letters and 
few papers that are seui out from Ilium. 
This belittles them in the estimation of 
the Department at Washington, and the 
route service allowed them is based on 
this estimation, which is wrong and un- 
just, for mauy a letter goes out that is 
meant to bring in a package that pays to 
the Department ten times as much post- 
age. Taylor deserves a daily mail serv- 
ice rather than one of twice u wenk, and 
the samo cmi probably be said of Pioche 
and other points south during the com- 
ing year if half of the anticipations of 
the people there are raalized.

iu the berviue entails not only an incon- 
venience to th« people along and at the 
end of the roate, but to th» mail con- 
tractor who, instead of having to carry 
on each trip from 8 to 15 sacks of mail, 
will have to cariy from 12 to 22 or near 
ly a stuga load.

The Walker Lake Bulletin sayi: 
TheLapanta, which, when discovered, 


was a surface deposit of rich decom- 
posed quartz, has developed into a mine 
with every indication of .permanence. 
Accustomed to ciugle ledges, few can 
understand the great possibilities of 
this singular mine. Paying from the 
top, the gold coming from several veins, 
the story of it* yield seemed to old min- 
ers like a fairy tale, but when it is un- 
derstood that a number of ledges seat- 
tsred thsir rich burden over the ground, 
it will be seen how such a quantity of 
gold could be literally shoveled from the 
surface.
